jury only twenty minutas to find a ver- 
dict against him.

charged the jury housed this language: 


I ohargo'you, gentlemen, as a matter of 


law, that thin defendant came iute posses- 
sion of tbe bonds by virtue ot his office 
us an employe of the city of Milwaukee. 
The next question IB, did he convert them 
tj his own use? The proof is undisputed 
that iu 1S83 the defendant pledged eight 
of tbe bonds at a Chicago bank as se- 
curity for hia own debt. If thin ovidouco 
istruo.be converted the bonds to bis 
own use. 
If you bohevo thia testimony 


ho is guilty of embezzlement, 


M^ White does not deny thai he 


pledged the bonds for bis own HBO.

stole them. Yet hw lawyers ire trying 
to clear, him on o technicality, and will 
oirry tbe case to the supreme court in 
the hope that a new trial shall be granted.

An Organization of Men uuU Women Who 


Do Good for Clirjst's Sake. 


Nttw YORK, Jan. 23.— Mr. Beecher's sor- 


mon Sunday was preached from Ephesians, 
iv chapter, llth to 17th verses. Ho said that 
men outside tho church, after admiting that 
a church must exist, frequently declared 
that in such caso it should be the church of 
humanity. This the speaker said was like 
11 man picking up an oak loaf and taking 
it hojno to show what an oak tree looked 
1'ikc—it was a mere fragrant of an over 
.gtcrions wholo, 
"Knowledge puffeth up; 


love buildeth up," said tho apostle. 


The final and grand end of the Christian 


church, as Paul taught us, is to represent 
Josus Christ to the 
world, and this 


is 
done 
by bringing 
tho 
individual 


members into that moral state into which 
thoy do reflect substantlaDy the qualities of 
tho divine nature. And it is dono by bring- 
ing them together so that their relative 
superiorities and differences shall supple- 
ment each othor; counterpart in tho church 
shall go to constitute tho genera! idea of the 
full Christ. There is no man biff enough to 
do it, but 100 men, if you can only organize 
them togorher so that ovor against each 
man's weakness there is another man's 
strength, over aguinst each deficiency thero 
is another man's supply, and then hold them 
together in a community of love so that 
thoy shall represent one body and the 
yarious gifts and attainments of all put 
logother, und thoy will throw out on tho 
world an iiioa which shall really stand for 
Christ. 
Wo never saw yot a church of that 


kind, but wo shall if wo live long enough. 


The 
speaker 
illustrated his idea by 


imagining u dozen men and women selecting 
a destitute neighborhood and starting a 
Sunday school, and working together so 
that no one child conceive of getting along 
without all tho others—holding together 
until 
that 
companionship is the most 


blessod experience of their life, and doing 
good to the people among whom they 
worked. 
Said he: That earliest poriod in 


the formation of a Christian church often 
time,i is ihe consummation of it. 
While it 


was small, coherent and zealous for some- 
body but themselves, not for reputation, not 
for advancement, not for influence, but for
